Is molasses-making time over in Eastern 
Kentucky? 1 hope there was plenty of the cane 
raised, for that is a time of great delight in the 
mountains. I always liked to see the old lop 
eared mule go 'round and 'round endlessly 
gnndinging out the juice for the sorghum 

If you have not been to a “itirrin’ off” you 
have missed one of the greatest fall events of 
rural life. 1 always loved it. The later it took 
to produce the skimmins the better it was The 
brisk near-frosty nights when we use to play 
over the pile of cane blades, and crushed stalks 
while the elders skimmed away until well into 
the morning was a time never-to-be-forgotten. 

While 1 lived at Whitesburg Jim Marlowe 
always brought me a gallon of Menifee County 
molasses in the fall, and they were something 
to go on buckwheat cakes and fresh sausage. I 
was talking with Dr. Splane, PaintsviUe, the 
other day about new sorghum, and he likee It 
too So if any of you are coming down any way 
soon and come through Menifee bring us down 
a gallon. 

1 took John DuPuy m. and J. K. Warmon- 
hoven. Meadeville, Pa., ocean fishing last Satur- 
day. Yes, we had luck. We hit a school of king 
fish, and took two nice ones. Others on the 
boat also made some catches. John caught two, 
one was a king fish about 8 pounds. It was 
rather a fighter for a kid from Pikeville, but 
he landed it. I caught one also. 

1 am not so sure all the fishermen would 
believe all the story of the fishing trip, but I 
feel sure Rev William F. Pettus, pastor of the 
Methodist Church, Hazard, and Rev. A. L. Os- 
borne. of Hindman, would believe any fish 
story 1 would tell, for they do some fishing 
themselves. 

A thunder storm came up while we were 
far out in the Gulf Stream. I had never ex- 
perienced a storm on the ocean before. We got 
as wet as a hound dog chasing a rabbit through 
the swamps. The. fish did not bite too well while 
it was raining, but we hit this school of king 
fish that were as hungry as harvest hands. They 
hit hard for a few minutes, and that was it. But 
our take was good while they did hit. 

This is a delightful time in Florida, partic- 
ularly here in Fort Lauderdale, in the tropics. 
The nights are as warm as the days almost, and 



affords such a nice sleeping time for those who 
sleep at aU. 

I made a Florida room out of our Florida 
porch, by putting jallousy windown all around 
Now it is such a pleasant place for John and I 
to sleep It overlooks our dock and canal, and 
we can hear the fish splashing out there under 
the soft tropical moon. 

The orange crop in Florida seems to be a 
bumper. The green oranges and grape fruit 
will soon begin to turn orange color, and by 
late fall we will be getting the new crop About 
all we have now is juice, 

I have a daddy papaya and a mamma pa- 
paya on my lawn. This is the fourth crop for 
the mamma. Soon I will have plenty of them 
from the three trees. They cluster close to the 
upper leaves like little possoms to their mother’s 
breast. They bear continually for about two, 
years. 

The land of Ponce de Leon is a great coun- 
try. We love every minute of it. One will never 
know our great America until he can spend 
some time in Florida among the live oaks, 
hibiscus, oranges, and other citrus fruits, lakes, 
rivers, beaches, and friendly people. Many have 
the idea that the people in Florida are “Out to 
get our money.” Many of them are, and almost 
every night there are robberys, thefts, etc., 
in the cities. People come here from all over 
the country to make a mighty poor living steal- 
ing. They seldom get away with it. 

I have found the people extremely friend- 
ly. I visit all over the city for First Methodist 
Church The city is made up of such a cosmo- 
politan group that they love to have people 
come and see them, particularly the preacher. 
There are many great church people here 

The tourist season is starting now, and our 
great church is already overcrowded with peo- 
ple. We will open two services each Sunday 
morning very soon. One fine thing about peo- 
ple who come here for a visit they do attend 
church. We expand our facilities to meet the 
expanding crowds, and always have many peo- 
ple who attend our church year after year on 
their vacations down here. 

We had with us this summer Dr. and Mrs 
Fossett, Ft. Thomas, Dr. and Mrs. Bagby, Lex- 
ington the same Sunday. My Kentucky friends 
had better not pass me by when they come 
this-a-way.

The University of Kentucky's new electronic computer 
solved its first problem on the campus this week perform- 
ing what may be a valu ble service for the coal industry. 

Working out a formula by a process known as linear 
programming, the machine presented in two minutes an 
answer that would have taken at least eight hours with a 
desk calculator. 

Dr. Richard S. Mateer, now head of UK’s Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineering Department, presented this prob 
lem to Dr John W Hamblen, director of the computing 
center: 

Five different types of coal were available, each with 
different chemical analysis. Some were of superior quality 
but expensive to mine; others were more easily mined but 
inferior in quality. Mateer wanted to find a combination of 
the five types of coal which would meet certain performance 
requirements at a minimum cost 

Two niinuL' alter these data were fed into the machine 
the correct blending proportion wre produced Mateer and 
Dr. E. M. Spokes, pn.t ...rr of mining engineering at UK, 
said such information could result in cheaper coal and in- 
crea- a d production for industry 

The electronic computer was installed a' the University 
earlier this mon’h It v ill be used chiefly for research and 
instruction.
